HISTORICAL DATA ON FOX HILLS 


Fox Hills was conceived and developed approximately 21 years ago. It was 
originally developed by Florenz Baugniet, a wealthy local Mink Rancher as a 
S-hole golf course with a local Supper Club. Initially Fox Hills consisted 
of the main Club building, which ‘included dining rooms. and ban: Surrounded 
by a 9-hole golf course. 


In 1972, a 52-room motel was constructed. In 1973, a lobby and an addi- 
tional 52 motel rooms were built. An additional 18 holes on the golf course 
were constructed between 1962 and 1972, which brought the total to 27 holes. 


The golf course is a PGA Championship Course, which boasts several tourna- 
ments per season to include the Wisconsin PGA Open Tournament. The 18 holes 
encompass approximately 160 acres; the other 9 holes, which are on a 90-year 
lease with option to purchase, cover an additional 66 acres. 


In December of 1976, Fox Hills was purchased by Ronald J. Likas and, in 
1978, Mildred and Terry Schimmel also became shareholders. 


In 1978, an additional 53 sleeping rooms plus lobby and office space were 
added by the present owner and managing group. In 1981-82, 5 new Conference 
Parlor Suites were added, for a present total of 162 sleeping rooms. Also in 
1981-82, the original 104 rooms were redecorated and new carpeting was in- 
stalled in the original common areas. 


A nearby ranch was purchased in 1981, consisting of 80 acres, a year-round 
home, and barns. It has been decorated to provide trail rides, hay wagon rides, 
Western-style cook-outs and barn party facilities for business groups and resort 
guests, as well as winter sleigh rides and an additional 12 miles of cross coun- 
try ski trails. In 1984, an additional contiguous 80. acres was purchased, 
bringing the total acreage of the ranch to 160 acres. 
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OWNERSHIP & MANAGEMENT INFORMATION 


Present ownership and management commenced on December 22, 1976, with a 
purchase of 100% of the existing stock of Fox Hills Country Club, Inc., 
by Ronald J. Likas. Several professional general managers were hired 
and subsequently replaced. In 1980, Ronald J. Likas, acting as President, 
and Mildred Schimmel, acting as General Manager, and Terry Schimmel, acting as 
Assistant Manager and Sales Director, comprised the ownership and management 
nucleus for Fox Hills. Since that time, extensive capital improvements, expan- 
Sion and up-grading of facilities, as well as an aggressive advertising program 
have been developed, with emphasis upon attracting business meetings as well 
as resort. markets...
